Although 
primarily for children, it is a-book 
that will appeal to all ages. The 
aim of the book is “to introduce 
beginners to the fascinating world 
of plants. It attempts to present 
briefly the basic facts about plants 
in general, and the tremendous

on this earth. It describes pic- 
torially the wild flowers of our 
woods, roadways, fields, swamps, 
deserts, and mountains. Practi- 
cally all of them have been drawn 
from-living specimens.” An indica- 
tion of size accompanies each {l- 
lustration’ which is most helpful. 

Beginning with. a cell and its 
structure, the author introduces 
the reader-and-viewer to simple, 
minute plant life, the great variety 
and. beauty of the, fungi, algae, 
lichens and mosses. The horse- 
tails, club mosses and ferns are 
next in line. How lacy and what 
delicate patterns these latter 
make against the pages of the 
book. Mention is made briefly of 
the gymnosperms such as. the 
cone-bearing plants. A short chap- 
ter on the parts of plants and 
their function, the types of leaves, 
and something about the seeds of 
plants leads’ the reader into the 


-everyday plants found close at 


hand. And as a nice extra~ “there 
_are more than a dozen rare plants 
which are peculiar to a_ small 
area’”’ suich as the curious bladder-
